Boost In Milk Price

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Secretary Wallace Sets New 

Price at $2.25 per 

Hundredweight 

The need of farmers In the Chicago 
Pure Milk area for a higher-price for 
their milk to offaet the high price of 
feed was partially mot last Thursday 
evening, when announcement was 
made by Secretory Wallace that the 
price would be Increaaed from 12.00 
to 12.25 per 100 pounds of baae milk. 
Farmera estimate that they will 
actually receive about $2.00 per hun- 
dred pounda, when the teat differ- 
ences and Burpluaago are figured. 
When the price waa raised to $2.00 
June-1, dairymen actually received 
about 91.80 oa an average for all milk 
produced. The next price raise be- 
came effective Sunday. 

While this announcement waa be- 
ing made, a county Pure Milk Meet- 
ing' was being held at Grayslake 
Thursday evening. Drstrlct 7, com- 
prlalng I^ke Zurich and aurroundlng 
areas, adopted a resolution urging 
the right to sell all milk at 92.58 per 
hundred. However, no definite ac- 
tion haa been taken aince that time, 
and It Is believed that with the addi- 
tional Increase granted by the AAA, 
strike threats will subside.

Drought Teaches Le$son 
On Pasture Problem 



(by C. L. Kutll) 
Any farmer who has a Held of bi- 
ennial sweet clover for pasture pur- 
poses, wilt tell you that at no time 
during the drouth was he worried by 
a shortage of feed. 

Sweot clover esUbllshwl with oats 
or barley as a nurse crop will produce 
wonderful pasturage the following 
year. It is deep rooted and can ob- 
tain moisure In time of drouth. 

Being a logimie It makes excellent 
feed for dairy cattle. At the same 
time it greatly Improves the soil for 
the following crops, as It has tJio 
characteristic of obtaining nitrogen 
from the air and ttxing It itito ni- 
trates in the soil. 

Hay from sweet clover la not so 
palatable but aweol clover pastures 
are eicellont. .Uiyone who has tried 
them will say that larger quantities 
of milk can be produced than on 
grass pastures. 

Turn cattle Into sweet clover when 
U Is about ton inches high and then 
it should not be allowed to get much 
higher as it gels woody. K pastur- 
ing on sweet clovor Imparts odor to 
milk, caltlo may be kept away from 
the pasture for a few hours previous

The lure of cool water and sunny 
beaches and soft breexcs Is calling 
many from the city to resort places. 
Because of the number of drownings 
each year, the National Safety Coun- 
cil sees Ot now to rclssuo Its warning 
ngalnst drowning hazards and to give 
a few hints to swimmers. 

While Uierc probably were fewer 
drownings in 1933 than In 1»32, be- 
cause of the absence of serious 
noods. the national experience each 
year hoa not been encouraging. The 
1932 total was 7.712. At present loo 
little is known of the national experi- 
ence for 10.13 to permit a reliable cs- 
timate. but during the ten years from 
1920 to 1929 a total of 73.733 persons 
lost their lives through accidental 
drowning. 

Beginners, the National Safety 
Council message continues, should 
stay In shallow water and have the 
aid of an experienced swimmer. 
Even if one Is a good swimmer, he 
should stay within easy range of a 
boat, raft, or near shallow water. 
Swimming when over-heated or tired 
13 an exceedingly dangerous practice. 
Likewise it is not wise to swim until

With a Little EfFort 



A Favorite White House Dessert 

By Mabel Love 
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If your old furnlturo looks a llttlo 
shabby, scratched and scarred and 
you have the time It can be roHn- 
lahod at home. Old furniture. Ba>'B 
Mary A. Covert, homo management 
specialist at South Dakota stato col* 
lego, may easily bo restored to its 
original beauty by a renewal of tho 
natural wood flnlsh. Ptrst. eho ad* 
vises, remove tho old flnlsh with a 
paint or varnish remover. Then 
sandpaper the wood until It feels 
Bmooth and satiny. Do suro to re* 
move all tho dust and then apply a 
mixture of two parts boiled llnseod 
oil and one part turpentine with a 
soft cloth. Koop the mixture warm 
In a pan of hot water. 

WIpo off alt tho oxcesi oil and allow 
to dry for 48 hours. Repeat this 
process until the wood will absorb 
no more oil. being suro to rub well 
after each oiling. Howovor,^ if the 
particular kind of wood ibelng treated 
absorbs too much oil tho troatmonts 
may bo stopped when the desired 
shade or color has been rcachod. 
Next apply a mixture of one part 
white shellac and one part denatured 
alcohol. Whon this Is thoroughly 
dry rub with fine sandpaper to re- 
move the surface shellac. 

The finish is put on by simply rub- 
bing in a small amount of wax. Alter 
the wax dries for 10 minutes polish 
with a flannel cloth. Some woods re- 
quire more than one coat of wax to 
bring out tho desired finish.

—In the form of Jelly, apple butler and

Save the Vitamin's. 

In canning any i»he of these three 
foods— iwoches. grajtes or corn— care 
■bould be taken to nvidd oxidation and 
over-cooking as this Is destructive to 
the Vitamins A and C one or both of 
which Is present In good quantities In 
each of these foods and should not be 
lost 

Whether you are canning vegetable! 
or fruits, be sure that you select frecb. 
nrm products In ftxcellenl condition. 
Cleaullnesa Is another Item of para- 
mount Importance. In canning vege* 
tables flrst scrub them thorougblj In 
running water If possible, then pre- 
pare them •■ for table use and cook 
thMD Immediately. When completely 
beated to the tmillng point, put In 
clean hot Jars and seal tightly. 

Not all vegetable* are attractive 
when canned; corn la one of the com- 
paratively few which Is popular In 
canned form as well aa when freah. 
A can of corn U one of the most con- 
veulenl thing* a housewife can hare 
on hand, for by adding to U milk, 
cheese or egg. she ran create ■ com- 
plete meal In one disk.
